Long-Haired Russians Get a Tepid 'Defender 5 


MOSCOW, Jan. 8 (NYT).— 
Shaggy-haired Soviet youths 
who have been straggling to 
keep their hair long despite 
. angry stares, hostile Echoed of- 
ficials and puzzled parents, ha^e. 
won a concession from the 
country’s No. 2 lawrenforcement 
official. No matter how awful 
they may look, he said, they 
are not breaking any law and 
should not be arrested. 

A letter printed to this week's 
issue of Liter&turnaya Gazeta by 
Mikhail P. Malyarov, first dep- 
uty ' precizrator-general, was a 
reply to a complaint voiced by 
a girl who reported that her 
boyfriend, a hard-working, sober 
24-year-old, had been seized -on 
the street simply because his 
long hair looked suspicious, to 
authorities. 

As he was waiting for a bus, 
she said, two volunteer police- 
men. -known as “dnizhim," 
took him to their headquarters 
and tried to make Wm consent 
to having Iris hair cut. When 
he refused, ahe said, they turn- 
ed him over to the regular po-

lice who grilled him for several 
hours before letting him go 
free. 

The girl asked that neither 
her name nor that of her boy- 
friend be printed, and th e city, 
to which the Incident happened 
was not disclosed. The rising 
popularity of long hair among 
youth and the lack of tolerance 
toward the phenomenon, by 
much of the older population 
have become lively topics of 
conversation here. But they have 
not been discussed much in' the 


Long-haired young men, often 
carrying guitars, are not an 
uncommon sight these days, but 
older people tend to regard 
than as “uncultured" just as 
they frowned upon such West- 
ern “imports" as the twist and 
the m ini sk irt when they made 
their appearance here. 

Schoolteachers have been re- 


ported to be particularly un- 
happy with; the new hair styles. 
The press has reported cases 
of youths being sent home be- 
cause of the length of their 
hair. 

Mr. Malyarov, asked to com- 
ment on the latest Incident, 
Indicated that he personally 
was not in favor of long hair 
but that the law had its limits. 
He said; 

"You can ask, what should 
be done if a . citizen h« not 
broken any law, but comports 
himself in poor taste, and in- 
sults esthetic feelings and 
rules? Must we really do 
nothing? Of course not. But 
the measures that are taken 
must be exclusively educational. 
You must first convince him. 
It to possible to make fun of 
him in the city newspaper, to 
report on him -at his place of 


work, to call a Komsomol meet- 
ing. 

“But no one has the -right to 
turn a person over to the po- 
lice only because someone does 
not like his appearance," Mr. 
Malyarov emphasized. 

Like mast Western tads, long 
hair was slow to reach the Sov- 
iet Union. For several years, 
cartoonists mocked Western 
youth when they wanted to 
show bourgeois decadence. But 
a steady stream of long-haired 
tourists, the scenes of the out- 
side world shown on television, 
the adulation of long-haired 
rock groups by Soviet youth, 
had an eventual effect. 

Recently, the newspaper of 
the Ministry of Education’s 
Uchitelskaya Gazeta noted that 
many teachers were having 
trouble keeping their students’ 
hair in line at a length con- 
sidered proper. The solution of- 
fered the teachers was to invite 
the local barbers to come to the 
school and show students how 
to keep their hair neat.

Death Sentence 
Given in N.Y. 

UTICA, N.Y* Jan. 8 CAP).— A 
man convicted of murdering two 
policemen has been sentenced to 
die In the electric chair— the first 
death penalty imposed in New 
York since the state restricted 
executions in 1965. The law permits 
the death penalty for the murder 
of a policeman on duty. 

Mkrtin J. Fitzpatrick, 34. con- 
victed of the 1969 murder of two 
policemen, was sentenced yesterday 
to execution during the week of 
Feb. 22. 

The last person executed in the 
state was Eddie Lee Mays, on Aug.

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Congress’ Time for Reform Is Now 


Aa members of Congress take a much- 
needed rest between the turbulent end of 
t&e gut and the uncertain beginning of the 
82$ on Jan. 21, demands for reforms are 
filing the air. The seven filibusters in the 
Senate during the last days of the 1870 
session were too much for even a long- 
stiff ering public to swallow. The country Js 
painfully conscious also of the fact that 
much of the most vital legislation considered 
last year failed because of antiquated rules 
and customs in both houses. The pile of 
unfinished business that will have to start 
afresh in the 1071 session Includes the Social 
Security and welfare bills, aid for desegre- 
gation, revenue -sharing, draft reform and 
the proposed constitutional amendment for 
direct election of the President. 

Xn the face of widespread demands for 
action, Congress played games and tied 
Itself into ridiculous tangles, as Sen. Mathias 
ha* pointed out: “The Senate floor, like 
Alice's Wonderland, was a topsy-turvy place 
where you had to run faster and faster to 
stay where you were and where the unex- 
pected was to be expected at any moment." 
The outcome was such a blow to public 
confidence that both houses are faced with 
the necessity of mending their rides in the 
new; session as a means of restoring public 
confidence. 

The chaotic happenings of the last month 
were no accident: nor con the blame be 
heaped upon any individual leader or com- 
mittee. Rather, they represent an Institu- 
tional failure. Congress allowed the makings 
of a legislative crunch to build up through- 
out the session and had absolutely no means 
of controlling the situation when the final 
showdown came after the Christmas recess. 
The leaden of the Senate could not bring 
order out of bedlam because that body has 
steadfastly refused to give them the tools 
of responsible leadership. 

In our view the new Congress ought to 
meet this critical problem head on. There 
Is 220 reason to believe that the performance 
of 1971 will be any better than that of 1970 
unless the conditions under which Congress 
operates are improved. The time has come 
for Congress to put Its own house In order. 
The country cannot afford to risk further • 
surrender of power to the executive because 
the legislative branch insists on following 
outworn practices devised in a less complex 
century f or a small agricultural country. 

Probably the most pervasive deficiency 
afflicting both houses is the seniority system. 
Both, houses allow their committee chairmen 
to dominate the legislative process, and these 
key men are chosen by the blind operation 
of seniority. Xf an ineompetenfr'ln a back- 


woods district can get himself elected over 
a long period, he is certain to become the 
chief keeper of the legislative gate in a vital 
area of policy-making. And he may well 
occupy that powerful position after age has 
sapped his awareness of what the country 
at large is thinking and doing. 

Some Inadequate proposals have been 
made In both the Democratic and Republican 
parties in the House for changes In the 
seniority system. It is evident to every 
student of the problem that they fall short 
of what is desirable. Xt is our hope that 
leaders on both sides of the Capitol will see 
that basic reforms and not mere poultices 
are needed. 

Another critical problem that came into 
sharp focus in the closing days of the 91st 
session is unrepresentative conferees. This 
defect is closely related to seniority because 
the almost invariable practice is to name 
the oldest committee members in point of 
service as conferees. Frequently they are 
not representative of the Senate or of the 
House, as the case may be. The furor over 
the SST was complicated by the fact that 
a majority of the senate conferees, who 
favored building the supersonic transport 
plane, simply ignored the position the Senate 
had taken in opposition to it. Opponents 
of the SST then felt compelled to filibuster 
to counteract this abuse of seniority, thus 
deepening the quagmire resulting from anti- 
quated rules. 

Xn many respects the filibuster is the most 
intolerable carryover from an easy-going 
and uncomplicated past. As it now operates, 
it not only prevents Congress from getting 
its work done. Again and again it results 
In minority decisions because a few senators 
can kin vital measures by iong-wfndedness. 
Unlimited debate has become only another 
namB for frustration and defeat of the will 
of the majority. It is an undemocratic 
practice which threatens to drag our entire 
system Into disrepute. 

In our view the time has come to take 
this choke off the neck of representative , 
government regardless of any filibuster that I

Wizard 
of Id, Rip Kirby and Blondie— 
have all arrived at the institute 
of Contemporary Arts, Nash 
House, The Mall, In a sparkling 
compilation, a celebration of 
comics, organised by Mfrhaei 
K us tow. 

The several hundred items 
are divided into six units, of 
which “Comics U.&A.” is the 
first; and in which are includ- 
ed other old favorites and pro- 
totypes such os the Katzen- 
Jammer Kids, Krazy Kat, Gaso- 
line Alley, Tartan. Flash Gor- 
don and Dick Tracy. The 
“Cavalcade of British Comics” 
starts with the Dalzlel brothers 
comic strip of 1884, about a 
working-class bum by the name 
of Ally Sloper. This unit then 
works its way through the Char- 
acter known to many genera- 
tions of British schoolboys. 
Billy Bunter; through Film Fun 
and Eagle and similar chil- 
dren’s comics, to the best-known 
of British funnies — Jane, the 
dare-we«ay-lt? grandmother of 
strip strippers, the Northern 
layabout Andy Capp and many 
more. 

The unit "Space Time & 
Comics” examines in some depth 
the visual and narrative tech- 
niques of comic production; re- 
enforced by the units entitled 
“Comic Stripworld” and “Works 
by Artists.” The sixth unit, 
"Works by Children.” houses 
a number of comic strips made 
by children from four London 
schools, giant food for a comic 
feast (very Oldenburg this), a 
magnificent giant dragon made 
by the children, and materials, 
paints and papers for audience 
participation.

Auvergne when it comes to 
good wine. This afternoon the 
annual prte du MeiJJeur Pot 
de Paris went to 35-year-old 
Auvergnat Guy Jarriges to his 
bistro Le Sancerrois at 12 Rue 
du Champ de Mars. 

The usual c r owd of wine- 
lovers came to watch Michel 
Perrodo, last year’s even younger 
winner, hand oven the trophy 
to Mr. Jarriges, who will dis- 
play it untH next January. 

The award Is the creation of 
Marcel Gxancher, founding 
editor of a little gastronomic 
quarterly called La Table et 
la Route, and Is the only one 
of its kind. 

Mr. Cruncher's idea began In 
Lyons before the war when 
this same trophy was awarded 
to bistros that served good 
Beaujolais, which they say Is 
one of the three riven that 
wash the city, the other two 
being the Rhone and the 
Saftne. 

The prize moved to Paris 
after tile war and while the 
'emphatfsL^Sr- still - on. ^Beaujolais 
as the counter .wine, par excel- 
lence, It now serves more to 
single out bistros where all the 
wines are d’origine. 

By this is meant that the 
owner buys his wine directly 
from the grower ^nd in the 
barrel. He bottles it only as 
needed so that it keeps its 
freshness and youth in the 
barrel. This ..is especially im- 
portant with new Beaujolais 
which should not be kept to 
the bottle much more than a 
month. 

Mr. Jarriges’s Beaujolais- Vil- 
lages is exceptionally fresh and 
fruity but his Sancerre. white 
and ros6, does not belle the 
name of his bistro. Other 
whites he sells are Fouflly-sur- 
Lolre (made from the Chasselas 
grape and not to be confused 
with PouDly-Ftund which 
comes from the same area but 
Is made from the Sauvlgnon

French Auctioneers Keep Losing Ground

TJARIS. — Probably the most respected 
X film-maker now working in France Is 
Eric Rohmer, whose "Le Genou de 
Claire’' is currently playing in five Faria 
movie houses. Rohmer is not respected 
only in France: His “Ma Nnit chez 
Maud” was a surprise hit In the UJS. and 
just won him the New York Critics' prize 
for the best scenario of 1570. 

*T was certainly surprised,” Rohmer 

**-« says of “Maud's” success. He adds, giv- 
ing a good summary of all Rohmer films, 
“it's very French, full of allusions and 

\ the characters talk a lot.” 

Despite the saucy Gay Parse title and 

* the -heroine’s tendency to wrap herself, 
nude, in a white fur rug, the night at 
Maud's is spent in high moral and reli- 
pious dispute. It Is the fourth film in a 

* ' series that Rohmer calls conies vtcraux 

i moral tales). “Le Genou de Claire” 
(Claire's Knee) is the fifth: the final 
one. “L 'Amour, l’apres-midV’ will be made 
. next year. 

Rohm er himself is intensely private, 
rarely quoted or photographed, anony- 
mous and, it has been said, pseudonymous 
as well Jean -Claude Brialy, who stars 
in "Le Genou de Claire” (and who made 
his debut in Rohmer's 1956 16-ram. 
short, "La Senate k Kreutzer”). says. 
“He is intelligent, cultivated, tender, 
authoritarian, secret and elusive. He has 
no telephone.” A producer sharing Roh- 
mer's temporary office near the Champs 
Elys£es tries gently to warn that Roh- 
mer won't turn up for the interview: 

"He is very incognito,” the producer 
says. 

Rohmer does appear, on the dot. He is 
a tall man, said to be 50. with high, 
bony shoulders, small, neat features and 
a frizz of grey hair. His remoteness is 
genuine and deeply felt: occasionally he 
gives a direct glance or flushes pinkly 
when interested, but mostly he hunches 
up in pale profile, as If to disappear. 

Bom in Nancy, he taught literature, 
then became a film critic and editor of 
“Les Cahiers du Cinema” in the golden 
daj-s when the other Cahiers critics were 
Truffaut, Godard, Rivette and chabroL 
“Being a critic helped me as a film- 
maker in that it was a way of learning, 
of meeting people, of seeing old films.” 
Rohmer says. “We were united, we en- 
couraged each other. The cinema was 
our only pleasure, our only concern." 


R ohmer «id ws cahiers colleagues 
created the famous politique d' auteurs 
which Truffaut now finds exaggerated. 
Rohmer disagrees. 

"In polemics, one always e xa ggerates.” 
he says. “But I believe in the auieur 
theory. I like auteurs, nob moreeaux 
choisis 

Since 1959 Rohmer has made only six 
feature films ("Perhaps heU only make 
ten fUrag in his lifetime," Jean-Claude 
Brialy says, “but they will constitute an 
oe acre.”) He is one of the few French

directors to come to films via. television, 
a process common ertnngh in the U.S. 

For television Rohmer did interviews 
with such film-makers as Carl Dreyer, 
but mostly he worked on educational 
prog rams ranging from Ia Bray fere and 
Mallarme to a study of the use of con- 
crete in architecture. 

"Far me television was a way of study- 
ing the relationship between text and 
image,” Rohmer says. “The interviews 
gave me the idea of doing films like 
Interviews. It taught me how people 
react, and I learned from television not 
to use too many effects, to leave the 
camera immobile in front of the 
speaker." 

Rohmer’s films are conversations in 
the best sense of the word. The listener 
is as important as the speaker, the words 
a true exchange. The balance between 
form and content is rigorous and beau- 
tiful in the French 17th-century style, 
there is none of the empty ornateness 
of much French wit. "Je n’axme pas 
porter pour Tie a dire," one of his char- 
acters says. - 

Perhaps because of the feeling of a 
moral experience resulting from verbal 
games. Rohmer has been much compared 
to Marivaux. He is flattered but says 
he couldn't possibly quote one line' of 
Marivaux and that an yway the compari- 
son is wrong. 

“It is more 19th century, more Proust 
than Marivaux." he says. “In the 18th 
century they cared more about the 
mechanics of the passions than, their 
meaning.” 


A year before filming of “Le Genou de 
Claire” began. Rohmer planted roses to 
be used in a flower-picking scene. They 
came up within a week of schedule. 
Shooting took only six weeks, but the 
preparation was long. The young new- 
comer Beatrice Roman/? had a year of 
conversation with Rohmer before getting 
the script. Aurora Cornu, a Romanian 
writer who plays a Romanian writer 
named Aurora, says her role was based 
on five years of friendship with Rohme r . 

'The theme of Rohmer's films is temp- 
tation— temptation mastered by people of 
good intentions, ’ Miss Cornu says. 
“Rohmer thinks people are good, he be- 
liever In reason." 

They are good in the sense that If 
they weren't sympathetique or interesting, 
I wouldn’t bother,” Rohmer says. “I like 
people who are morally aware, who ques- 
tion. The hero is usually someone who 
believes, who principles. He learns 
t.fr at. his system *»«-« holes In it and he 
hft« to defend himself.” 

Devised with geometric clarity. Roh- 
mer's six moral tales all deal with one 
Tna.n and two women. While the man is 
away from the first girl he meets the 
second, and their encounter is the subject 
of frh** fHm At the end of the film, the 
man returns to the first woman (in “Le 
Genou de Claire” the first woman, 
Brialy ’s fiancee, is seen only In a photo- 
graph. The second woman is two sis- 
ters.). 

Rohmer says that he came to film- 
making far p hflnMphiwii reasons. “It 
was best for my temperament. While I 
am interested in literature, philosophy, 
music and painting, I need to remain 
near reality, cinema is an art far which 
the outside world exists. It is a contmu- 
aticoi of literature and painting— not an 
imitation, a continuation " 

His films are low-budget and are easily 
amortized in France, leaving him with 
no financial pressures. He him no wish 
to work out of France: 

“For my' kind of films. France is best. 

It is most receptive to unusual films. 1 
am very French, I am only at ease in 
France and in the French language. 

“I couldn't work in a foreign country 
where I could only indicate what I want," 
Rohmer, says. “After all, I am not a 
director. I am an author."

TJARJS, Jan. 8. — Far genera- 
a tions, Paris has shared fire 
international art market with 
London to the practical exclu- 
sion of every other city in the 
world. The trends, in these 
two centers, during any one 
auction period, have always 
been and will continue to be 
of international significance, 
and Ihe comparative statistics 
are a guide as to how the two 
cities are rrm.inta.iri big their 
relative hold an the buying- 
seUing public. Until the early 
sixties, Paris was undlsputedly 
ahead of London. But now the 
picture has changed. 

An opportunity to compare 

what has been happening across 
the Channel and in Paris Is 
offered by the yearly review 
put out by Sotheby's and 
Christie’s (IHT, Jan. 2-3) and 
the “Guide 1971 Connalssance 
des Arts des Veutes Publiques 
en France” (1971 Connalssance 1 
des Arts Guide to Public Auc- 
tions), published by the French 
art magazine Connalssance des 
Arts. Despite its title, pro- 
fusely Illustrated guide is less 
a prediction of thing s to come 
than a summing up Of the past 
season. 

As in the case with the 
Christie's ami Sotheby's sur- 
veys , the French report dwells 
on record prices and should be 
read with some caution. How- 
ever, It Is perhaps more realistic 
than Its En glish counterparts 
because it was put together by 
an Independent team of profes- 
sional journalists, headed by 
Francis Spar. 

Statistics 

A comparison of statistics 
reveals that the French auc- 
tioneers are steadily losing 
ground to their Bngiuih col- 
leagues. Sotheby’s turnover, 
from July 31, 1969, to July 31, 

1970, in London alone amounted 
to *60,854,741. Th e Sotfaeby- 
owned affiliate in New York, 
Parke-Bemet Galleries, record- 
ed a final total of $38954,419. 
Hence Sotheby's chalked up a 
turnover just under $100 mil- 
lion. 

In contrast, the Paris turn- 
over was *43,336963 — scarcely *5 
million over that of the Man- 
hattan Sotheby branch and ipss 
than half of Sotheby’s total 
turnover. Christie's of London 
had a turnover at *47,999,894. 
Add Christie’s to Sotheby's and 
the KPgMah auctioneers ac- 
counted for nearly $150 million 
In fr.ho past season. Paris trailed 
London by almost 4 to 1. 

Nor is the trend to London 
likely to be reversed this year 
—at least If one accepts the 
view expressed In the French 
guide that 1970 is a- cine to 

1971. While turnover at Chris- 
tie’s rose 30 percent, Paris made 
good an increase of only 5 per- 
cent.

Star System in London Theater: ? Smothering Embrace ’

tastic advances made by Lon- 
don are not due to spectacular 
prices but the volume. Sotheby's, 
for example, says that: "In Lon- 
don, a total of little under 100.- 
000 lots was offered for sale. 
Prices recorded for 60 percent 
of these were £100 ($340) or 
■ under and 15 percent sold for 
£30 ($48) or less.” Doubtless 
the same proportion applies, 
roughly, to Christie’s. In short, 
more and more lots of every 
description are being sold in 
London. 

Yet another aspect of inter- 
national competition to be glean- 
ed from the three surveys is that 
when people have good paintings 
to sell they tend to sell them in 
Londo n , rather than in Paris. "A 
quiet season with few records on 
the International level,'’ is how 
the writers of the French survey 
characterize the past auction 
m ninths. The Cranachs, the 
Rembrandts, the Velasquezes are 
being sold in England. The 
same applies, perhaps to a les- 
ser degree, to Impressionist 
painters and the modern mas- 
ters. The French prices clearly 
show that Paris is the place to 
buy while London is the place to 
selL 

Good Buys 

There have been good buys in 
Paris. As iimw), painting s by old 
masters who cannot be given a 
name for want of a signature 
have been low In price. My pick 
of the buys would be the 
picture of a ruined temple (49 
by 38 1/2 inches) done in Pa- 
xum’s style, which sold on Nov. 
29. 1969, at Galliera for Sl-563 
and a superb landscape (39 by 
54 inches) attributed to Joseph 
Vemet (1714-1789), sold at Gal- 
liera in June, 1970, for $1354. 
Whether this latter is by Veraet 
or not (it reminds one of his 
contemporary Lacroix de Mar- 
seilles) is Immaterial- It is as 
good a picture as any art gallery, 
not aiming exclusively for Ruys- 
dael cum Turner, might wish to 
boast. 

In Paris as in London, the 
best work of so far underrated 
ifriprerekwifofta miJ modern mas- 
ters Is 'selling far better than 
It was a few years ago. In Pa- 
ris, a work by Stanislas Lfeplne 
(1835-1893), who bridged the gap 
between the Barbizon painters 
and the xmpresioniste, reached 
$20,000 at a March 4, 1970, sale . 
conducted by Maitre Bandn at 
Hotel Drouot. Such a price con- 
firms the impression that so- 
called “minor” sales with very 
little a d ver tisin g can occasional- 
ly reap big profits for both 
sellers and buyers. 

Cubism Is now firmly es- 
tablished in Paris as a blue chip 
investment. This is very likely 
due to Anglo-American in- 
fluence, for a few years ago, Pa- 
ris dealers almost universally 
conceded that the cubists were 
“unsafe,” in comm er cial terms, 
of course. Two masterpieces, 
done in the same year (1911), in 
the same place and In the same 
mood — one by Picasso and the 
other by bis friend Georges 
Braque — easily jumped over 
$200,000 each at two Galliera . 
sales. The Picasso was sold Dec. 
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0, 2969, and the Braque, June 
10, 1970. 

Despite giving ground to 
Fngiteh auctioneers in several 
categories, Parisians held their 
own in the field of tapestries 
— the best of which seldom 
cross the Channel. A set of 
four Renaissan ce tapestries 
from Flanders (IHT, Feb. 27, 
1970) were sold for nearly 
$170/100 to a French Industrial- 
ist who has already bequeath- 
ed them to a museum. 

The price of antique silver 
went down in both Paris and 
London. The authors of the 
French guide admit to a 25 
percent drop in price. 

As far as antiquities are 
concerned, very early medieval 
objects are now well beyond 
the reach at the ordinary buyer 
either here or in London. For 
example, a Merovingian sword, 
sold for $23,000 on March 20, 
1970, at Drouot, was pre- 
empted by the Musfee des An- 
tiquifcea Nationals at Saint - 
Germain-en-lAye. Had it not 
been known, prior to the sale, 
that the French authorities 
would not allow it to leave the 
country. In view of its historic 
ftTid artistic importance, this 
sword might very well have 
fetched four times that price. 


Luristan bronzes continue to 
sell badly, both here and there. 
And. both here and there, 
Japanese art, as well as 19th 
and 20th-century bronzes. Are 
soaring In price. 

A last word about the French 
guide. The book Is well-written, 
beautifully produced, with excel- 
lent layout and high quality 
reproduction. Hence the few 
inaccuracies and omissions are 
all the more regrettable. The 
guide does not give the price of 
a Monet, sold on Dec. 1, 1969, 
for $326,700, one of the most 
expensive items auctioned last 
year— and some of the prices 
cited ore wrong.

With 336,800 men still in Vietnam, this is hardly 
a "peacetime year.” 

• The. use of 49 percent disguises the fact 
that the jobless level rose steadily from 39 per- 
cent to January to 6 percent to December. 
According to all experts, the 1971 average trill 
be worse than 1970's. 

• A comparison with the' early part of the 
1960s ignores the fact that tbe trend then was 
down tram almost 7 percent. Today’s level is 
up from less than 3-5 percent when Mr. Nixon 


Finally, the President persists in linking tbe 
present degree of unemployment to a “delicate 
transition from a wartime- to a peacetime econ- 
omy.'' That only suggests that Mr. Nixon's 
planning has been faulty and feeds the left- 
radical notion that America enjoys full employ- 
ment only as a product of war. 


Cost of Crisis 
To Big Board: 
$68.7 Million 

By Terry Robards 
NEW YORK, Jan. 8 (NYT). — 
The New York Stock Exchange 
calculated yesterday that the 
total cost of liquidating 24 of its 
member firms and providing fi- 
nancial assistance to one other 
during the Wall Street crisis 
would be *68.731 million. 

In the first public tabulation 
of expenditures that either have 
been made or are anticipated, 
the exchange disclosed that it 
would increase Its special trust 
fund far customer assistance to 
$75 million from $55 millio n. 

Since the spring of 1968, the 
Big Board said, it has intervened 
In the affairs of nearly 200 
brokerage houses, or more than 
half of all the member firms 
doing business with the public. It 
indicated that some 510,000 
customer accounts had received 
direct or indirect assistance. 

To Be Replaced 

It noted that the newly created 
Securities Investor Protection Corp. 
(SJFC) would replace the trust 
fund, receiving unused fu nd a ssets. 

President Nixon signed SXPC in- 
to law Dec. 30. 

The exchange said tbe liquida- 
tions of four houses had been 
completed, five others have been 
substantially completed and two 
more liquidations are under way 
or authorized. 

In addition, $99 million was 
advanced to facilitate the transfer 
of the business and accounts of 
Hayden, Stone, to other houses. 

The *20 million trust fund ex- 
pulsion will enable the exchange. 
It said, to put up the $5 to 
$S million that is expected to he 
needed to cover the liquidations 
ot First Devonshire Corp. and 
Robinson & Co. and, if needed, 
Charles Plonn & Co. 

The balance of the $20 minion 
will involve up to $10 million to 
complete liquidations already in 
progress and some $5 million more 
to cover unforeseen contingencies. 

, Source of Funds 
All of this additional money is 
expected to be raised without any 
more assessments on the member- 
ship, ilnce S15 millio n in tax 
refunds is being taken In by the 
exchange and other sums are 
available from its general funds. 

The $75 million fund total, 
comprising a substantial amount 
already expended, does not in- 
clude another $30 million being 
raised from membership assess- 
ments to indemnify Merrill Lynch 
Pierce, Fenner «fe Smith in Its 
acquisition of Goodbody & Co. 

Since Goodbody probably would 
have toppled into liquidation 
without the Merrill Lynch take- 
over, the $30 million can be added 
to the $75 million to provide an 
indication of the ultimate loss 
exposure undertaken by the ex- 
change membership.

January White Sails Shown in Paris Suburb

PUTEAUX, France, Jan. s.— Three seals, two minks, sands 
from the beaches of Fontainebleau and 1,360 out of 1500 boats 
were awaiting an audience this morning at the Palais de la 
Defense where the Paris Boat Show had Its tenth annual opening. 

Some boats were just never made to travel on France’s auto- 
routes. -At least, not when they're dependent on clumsy old 
trailer trucks moving over snow. 

Fortunately, the boat show runs through Jan. 18 and by 
that time, most of the missing vessels, now lost in a sea of 
snow somewhere between Paris and the cftte d'Azur, will be 
saved in time to be put on exhibition here in the Paris suburbs. 

Among the missing are a pair of Thirteens — the sloop 13-M. 
scheduled to be the largest hull at the show, and the Rio-13, 
which was to have been the queen of the motor boats. The 
Rio- 13, naturally 13-meters long, will not attempt the trip from 
Southern France to here. "The roads, the snow,” said a shoul- 
der-shrugging spokesman for the Rio of France boat company. 

The sloop 13-M should be here at the end of next week, “It 
is moving very slowly,” said a female spokesman of the TJgtoox 
boat firm, "it must come from the Rhflne Valley where the 
snow is this high.” and the lady held her hand to eye level. 

Large boats have always been nice to look at in boat expo- 
sitions but are usually only expensive enriousity items. 

This year’s curiosity is the Volga, a Russian-made hydrofoil 


which sells for 33,000 francs ($6,000). It la the. only hydrofoil . 
at the exhibition and. the first tune the Russians havq been in 
the Paris show. 

“When people come to look at the boats, they are surprised,* 
said Aleg Koustov. a representative for the ■ SucWmport Go. of 
Moscow. “They think we are all serious, all with beards. It 
is like propaganda,” he said; talking about the various ; p leasures - 
the Volga can give its .purchasers. The hydrofoil, can reach 
speeds up to 60 kilometers on hour. 

The Russians also have kayaks, canoes and skiffs— all racing 
boats used in Olympic competition— on exhibit. And they all 
made the voyage from the port of ’Rg fanmt on tbe.Rteek in 
the Soviet Georgian Republic to Paris on time.

neat division of labor between 
men and women: 

The women do the work and the men 
tell them how to do It. Like sweeping 
the streets, bricklaying, loading cargo 
ships, collecting garbage, building dams, 
digging ditches and mining coal. 

In comparison with the status of Sov- 
iet women, both at home and on the 
job, the women’s liberation movement in. 
the United States seems a commercializ- 
ed and frivolous activity for women with 
too much time on their hands. The 
Sqriet woman would hardly consider It 
a triumph for her sex if she won ad- 
mission to a construction labor un io n . 

Article 122 of the Soviet Constitution 
states: “Women In tbe UJ5JSJ%. are ac- 
corded equal rights with men ... tbe pos- 
sibility of exercising these rights is as- 
sured by women being accorded an equal 
right with men to work, payment for 
work, rest and leisure. 

In short, the government maintains 
that the Soviet woman is a free spirit 
who can enter any occupation or engage 
In any cultural or personal activity that 
isn’t either against the law or beyond her 
competence. About the only male "privi- 
lege’' she lacks is that of being drafted 
into the armyJ 

There have been significant break- 
throughs In the emancipation of Soviet - 
women under Soviet rule. A series of 
social laws has made life easier for both 
the marrieo and single woman, includ- 
ing those with children, bom either in 
or out of wedlock. Tbe days are gone 
in Russia when a woman had little more 
than the legal protection afforded barn- 
yard animals. 

Cosmonaut Valentina NDwlayeva- 
Tereshkove Is the world’s first and only 
woman to undertake a space flight. An 
Aeronot airliner is manned by an all- 
woman crew. Including the pilot, copilot 
and navigator. The Soviet Union has 
tbe only voman conductor of a major, 
fulltime orchestra. There are women 
doctors, lawyers. Judges, scientists, en- 
gineers and surveyors. 

But such achievements do not touch 
the great mass of the 130 million females 
In the Soviet Union's total population of 
241 min inn The figures show that there 
are ID million- more women than men 
in the Soviet Union, a legacy of two 
devastating world wars and a major 
reason women engage in work better 
suited for masculine muscles. But even 
after a quarter of a century of peace 
the women are still at it. 

They are stiU chained to the chores, 
which, is Lenin said in 1919. “crush, 
strangle, stultify and degrade her... and 
waste her labor on barbarously unpro- 
ductive. petty, nerve-wracking, stultify- 
ing and crushing drudgery.” 

Lenin's words are echoed half a' cen-

tury later in the Soviet Union’s own 
statistics .embedded In reports and articles 
and in the comments of concerned Sov- 
iet sociologists, psychologists and edu- 
cators. 

And evidence of them can be seen at 
virtually any street comer, construction 
site, farm or factory. For in practice the 
Soviet woman Is a drudge whose work has 
given her face the complexion and tex- 
ture of tanned cowhide and her fingers 
the look of raw carrots just pulled from, 
the ground. In an effort to supplement 
her family’s income, she performs the 
most difficult and disagreeable chores 
required of a modem industrial society. 
Four-fifths of the approximately 60 mfl-- 
1km women in the Soviet labor force are 
engaged In what is officially termed 
“physical labor." 

On almost every job, she does the heavy 
wmnua.1 labor while her male co-worker 
operates the fork-lifts, mechanical dig- 
gers, trucks, cranes and other muscle- 
sparing machinery. 

The Soviet working woman can seldom 
rise to positions of authority within the * 
confines of her job or profession. Such 
places are usually filled by men. Although 


one of every two workers in l^ industJ^J 
labor farce is a woman, tbfflti are sbc dr 
seven men. for every woman' foreman or : 
shop chief in industry. 

It Is- no different In the professions- 
Women make up. 85 percent of sfl .medical, 
personnel, yet only 50 percent of -them 
ever become chief physicians orexecuttves 
of medical lnstitirtions. Although the 
medical profession generally cobnuands-. 
prestige and high pay in the West, it. 
enjoys no such status In the Soviet union. 
Starting salary of a physician, usually; .a 
woman. Is only two-thirds that dr a 
skilled worker. 

Besides being at the lower . end of the.- 
pay scale In each occupation, women also: 
predominate in 'the lowest-paid activities, 
—medicine, teaching and such industries 
as the textile industry. Men predominate 
in' the highest-paid occupations^ such! 
as engineering. r 

The Soviet woman, must also perform- 
the more usual feminine tasks — like 7 ' 
having, babies, cooking, cleaning house," 
washing, ironing J buying ’ the 

groceries. - v , 

Such chores might not seem formidable.,, 
to an American housewife who'cAn cater' 
to her family's comfort -and well-being ' 
at the touch of an appliance button. But , 
for her Soviet counterpart, each of such 
chores is an enervating and tfcne-consmn- ; 
Ing undertaking. She has few appliances ’ 
in her cramped apartment. And those 
that she does have are probably not work- 
ing properly because of shoddy' con- 
struction.' 

Although she might have been em ber 
feet for up to eight hours a. day operat- . 
-ing a lathe, the Soviet woman jnust. spend 
more time waiting tajjne.t® buy the 
family groceries. A' Soviet study shows 
that the average Moscow woman spends 
at least 50 percent of her off- work time 
shopping and' cooking. 

The old family ties, which - made a 
woman literally . dependent . upon her. 
husband for Tier existence, .haye bfeto: 
loosened. Although there is. little' 'talk ~ 
about It and none of the cqmmarciallaa- 
tlon of It as In the West, sex is’, freer 
and divorce Is easy. In' fact,. accorjUing ; 
to a United Nrtions study, the ‘ Soviet 
Union has a divorce rate of 2.73 per 1,000 
persons, the highest' in the world. ■ More i. 
than half of Soviet divorce cases are 
started by women. 

Despite all her difficulties ait hope and 
on the job, the Soviet woman- doea not 
worry- about one facet of the. battle of 
the sexes that seems to bother some 
American women- — the fear that she 
might be considered merely a sex toy. ’ 

In fact, the Soviet woman would 
probably welcome a little" personal sex . 
exploitation. As a 23-year-old . Moscow 
woman put It when asked for her con- 
cept of an ideal man: *T would want. & 
rich, generous man. who would smother 
me with presents and tenderness.”
